BETWEEN RAILROADS 


SANTA CRUZ, April 12. — Rlght-of- 


Way Agent Wilson of the Southern Pa- 
cific and a party of surveyors headed 
by John Rogers, a constructing engi- 
neer of repute, who is said to be back- 
ed by tne Western Pacific, are engaged 
in strong competition for rights of way 
for a line 
between Santa Cruz and 
Pescadero. 


Both the Southern Pacific and Rog- 


ers' survey cover practically the same 
ground, leaving this city. near Vue de 
1'Eau and following the coast line to 
Waddell creek, thence over the Ben 
Lomond mountain into Pescadero. 


Rogers' syndicate claims the rights 


of way from San Francisco south' to 
Pescadero and maintains ' that con- 
struction was begun this1 summer, Wil- 
son, on the other hand, declares the 
Southern Pacific wll build a. coast line 
itself, and that Rogers' syndicate .is 
only speculating,-.

ing thousands of credulous victims to mourn their loss and charge it to 
account with experience. One by one the roses fall, and one after 
another the schemes of financial exploitation,with money extracted 
from the confiding by specious representations come to grief. 
The 


American Mercantile Company, the Kansas city concern that has just 
•gone to smash, wrote contracts with small investors who obligated 
themselves to pay the association certain sums of money for eighty 
weeks, at the end of which the investor was to receive his money back 
with a very liberal rate of interest.

That is, the promoters got the money without putting up any 


security, promising to pay it back with interest at some future time. 
Anybody can be a financier on this basis, but financing of this char- 
acter has not hitherto proved a success for those who trusted their 
money to it. .The failure of the Ubero Plantation Company in Bos- 
ton, by which the investors lost between 82,000,900 and $3,000,000, is 
a recent example of the outcome to be expected in such cases. 


All went merry with the American Mercantile Company of Kan- 


sas City tiH its contracts began to fall due. It'was easy while the. 
money was coming, but the situation underwent a sudden and dis- 
astrous change when the time came for making good. The compajiy 
went broke, the manager skipped, and now some two thousand dupes 
scattered over half a dozen States and Territories are looking for him 
and their money. It is the old story of the get-rich-cjuick operator 
flying financial kites a.t other people's expense, only to lose both kite 
and string. It is easy to work suckers with high-sounding corporate 
names and fairy tales printed in artistic style. "v

The Republican Victory in Berkeley,, 


For the first time in its history Berkeley has a strictly Repub- 


lican town government. This result must be ascribed largely to the 
influence of the Berkeley Gazette, which made a vigorous and telling 
fight for the Republican ticket.

Offices and Retired Officers. 


An election contest has begun in San Diego that'promises to set- 


tle a much-mooted question. Captain John .L. Sehon, a retired army 
officer, was recently elected Mayor of Sa.n Diego by a large majority/ 
and now the question of his eligibility to hold the office is to be1 sub- 
mitted to the courts. While the motives which prompted this contest 
may be open to question, it cannot be denied that a decisive adjudica- 
tion of the point at issue is desirable from every point of view. Cap- 
tain Sehon is still an officer in the pay of the United States, drawing 
two-thirds of the salary he would be entitled to draw were he still in 
active service. 
It has long been' a question whether a,n officer retired 


on pay and still subject to a call to service in the army can hold a 
civil office to which a salary is attached. 


Retired officers have held civil offices, it is true, but their legal 


right to hold them has never been authoritatively determined. For 
instance, Colonel Mendall was Commissioner pf Public Works in San 
Francisco, an appointive office, while General John Newton and 
General Fitz John Porter held appointive offices under the municipal 
government of New York, but no one ever applied to the courts to 
test their right to hold such offices. . 


General Miles, late commander-in-chief of the army, is now 


Adjutant-General of Massachusetts and drawing pay as such, but his 
status was fixed by an act passed by the last Congress. Whether 
this act also makes a retired officer of Captain Sehon's rank eligible 
to civil office is not fully settled, but the weight of authority incline's 
to the affirmative. . At s.n-y rate, it is high time the question were 
determined beyond cavil, for the recurrence of such disputes as the 
one which has arisen at San Diego should be guarded against as far 
as possible. Every election contest weakenp popular .government 
by destroying confidence in the results achieved at the polls.

Pending the action of the postmas- 
ter general's office Postmaster Schmidt 
has employed a special watchman for 
'the office. This man began his duties 
last night and in the words of Post-, 
master Schmidt "this office will never" 
again be without some one In it at

The experts have taken the work of 
repairing the two safes damaged by 
the three "pete" men. The big steel af- 
fair in the private office of th'e post- 
master, which was the chief attraction 
for the -robbers, was badly damaged.. 
The door is a complete wreck, the 


.mechanism of the lock and other, de- 
tails being .smashed to flinders by the 
force of the dynamite. The steel frame 
works is sprung and bent until it looks 
as if it were run over .by a locomotiyeV 
The smaller safe was not injured by, 
explosion but by the drawing of the 
dial- knob and tumblers of the lock 
mechanism from their places. It was 
evidently the intention to open this 
safe without other assistance than the 
tools.

Lick Observatory Experts 


Tsll How Discoveries 


Were Made, 


BBEKELBT, April 12.—Professor C. 


D. Perrine of the Lick 
Obseryatory 


staff lectured last night before the stu- 
dents of astronomy, 'at the university,' 
explaining the methods used in making 
his famous discoveries of the sixth and 
seventh satellites of Jupiter. 


He said these satellites are not valu- 


able as novelties, but because their 
discovery provides astronomers , with- 
data useful in important astronomical 
investigations.

sible only by the-use of the Crossley 
reflector," installed at the observatory 
last November. The two satellites were 
at one 'time parts of planetary sys- 
tems.

The next speaker was A. G. Platt. 
who spoke on "The C. P. A. (Certified 
Public Accountant) Laws." He said: 
"It may not be within the knowledge 


of the, public generally that laws have 
been passed in California, as well as 
in New York, Pennsylvania, "Maryland, 
Illinois and 'Washington, authorizing; 
and creating a State Board of Ac- 
countancy, or its equivalent,- for the 
examination of citizens desiring ^to 
practice' as 'public accountants, but 
such-is the fact; and In this State such 
a law was passed hy the Legislature 
of 
1901, and a State Board of Ac- 
countancy, consisting-of five qualified 
public accountants, appointed there- 
under. 


"Under these laws, those/persons of 
satisfactory age and experience 'who 
successfully pass the qualifying exam- 
inations in the four principal'branches 
of technical knowledge, viz: Theory of 
Accounts, Practical Accounting, Aud- 
iting and Commercial .Law, are grant- 
ed the Degree of 'C. P. A.' and each 
may thereafter style himself as a 'Cer- 
tified Public Accountant." 
"In this privilege/the lawful holders 
of these 'C. P. A.' certificates are pro-_ 
tected by punitive clauses in the laws 
of-the several-States, and it Is a rnis^' 
demeanor 
punishable. , with a 'fine, 
varying from $100' to $500, for any 
person not legally authorized so to 
do, to -represent himself to be a 'Cer- 
tified Public Accountant' 
"The-objects sought to be attained 
by the passage of these laws .are: 
"First—The protection: that' Is af- 


forded to the public, as it enables a 
discrimination to be made as 'between 
those who are known 'to be competent 
aijd'those who may not-be so'known, 
or are too lethargic to qualify under 
the provisions of the :laws and the 
rules established for conducting :the 
examinations. 


"Second—The stimulus that -will -be 
given to the' study of accounts, ac- 
counting and accounting methods be- 
cause of the examinations that must 
hereafter be successfully passed in or- 
der to entitle the applicant to the 'ben- 
efits of the Degree of 'C. P. A.' 
"Third—The gradual introduction of 


a. more uniform1 and perfect system 
of accounting : and auditing, as the 
natural result'of a standard of.quall- 
Ications, followed by mutual aseocia- 
ion and. interchange.; of ideas;Vand 
"Fourth—The legal' recognition that 
he practice of 'accountancy Is'a pro- 
ession; all of which must, sooner or 
ater, become fully appreciated by the 
mercantile community, and especially 
by 
those 
who 
desire 
uniformity 
and accuracy in all matters pertain- 
ing to. accounting and auditing, 
and a thoroughness in investigations 
necessary to establish- the safety of 
proposed Investments or the lability of 
corporations .to meet the liabilities in- 
curred under tUe creating of a propos- 
e d bonded indebtedness. - . . , - .
